AUCTION 

At that point，Cory rejected 
both “offers and requested the 
Board of Control to grant permis- 
sion to sell the ,shares at public 
auction. At a special meeting held 
on March 24，1977，the Board 
granted such permission . 

Cory then scheduled the auc- 
tion for April 19. 

However，before the _ auction 
could be held, the Chinese Times 
and a group of shareholders filed 
suit against the Controller and the 
Board of Control and obtained a 
temporary restraining order block- 
ing the scheduled auction， 

As a result of the publicity sur- 
rounding the -intended auction 
and the litigation，inquiries were 
Teceived by Cory from other po- 
tential buyers. Cory then decided 
that since “it was probable that all 
potential Purchasers had come 
forward and the maximum Price 
could be obtained through private 
negotiations，appIoval was Sought 
from the Board of Control to pro- 
ceed with a private sale.The Board 
gave the approval on May 24. 

At a hearing in the San Fran- 
cisco Superior Court on June 1l, the 
Court refused to issue a prelimi- 
nary injunction and allowed Cory 
to proceed with a Private sale, 

OFFERS 

Later interested parties were 
advised by Cory to submit written 
offers by October 6. The parties 
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were also told that the determina- 
tion of the best offer would be 
based not only on the price offered， 
but also on any terms or condi- 
tions applicable to the offer, 

According to Cory ， Chinese 
Times offer of $30.25 per share 
was the highest received，and the 
terms and conditions were accept- 
able. 

Since the Chinese Times Pub- 
lishing Company has a total of 
225294 shares of stock outstanding， 
purchase of thie 13,665 shares held 
by the State will restore voting 
control of the corporation to its 
shareholders， 

The Publishing Company since 
1926 has published the Chinese 
Times，one of the major Chinese 
language dailies in the Chinese 
American community, The corpo- 
ration and the paper are an out- 
growth of the Chinese American 
Citizens Alliance，

unclaimed stocks， the Chinese 
Times management also faced sev- 
eral major decisions.

“Even though white males，who 
comprise 70 匈 of all applications 
and resumes in the fields of 
architecture and engineering，are 
predominant,”he said,“when one 
of these firms has a minority or 
woman applicant they look closer 
at their qualifications,” When 
there are more women and 
Iminority applications，and new 
Sources of referral are found，by 
the HRC and the firms， the 
minority workforce will continue

The report showed，further， 
that minorites increased Partici- 
pation at every level of employ- 
ment between August of 1976 and 
June of 1977.

At its August 4-7 national 
conference in San Francisco，the 
CACA voted to change its 
charter to permit women to 
become equal and active mem- 
bers. Eu was a keynote speaker at 

the convention, and was invited to 
become the first woman member 
Shortly after the charter Was 
amended. 

The CACA was organized ip 
1895，under the name of the 
Native Sons of the Golden State， 
in order to accelerate the San 
Francisco Chinese 。 American's 
assimilation into the American 
way of life. In 1912，the group 
expanded to a statewide level, and 
in 1915 a new charter created 
what is now the nationwise 
Chinese-American Citizens 
Alliance， There are currently 
CACA chapters from New York to 
Oregon and Michigan to Texas. 
The national headquarters are in 
San Erancisco,， as is the Alliance's 
official organ The Chinese Ti7mzes. 

The group stands for equajity， 
justice and liberty，with specific 
emphasis on legislation affecting 
the “ Chinese ” American com- 
munity. It is the largest Chinese 
civil rights group in the country. 

“Membership in the Alliance is 
Selective， and ii regarded as 
Tecognition of intellectual achieve-

LOS ANGELES 一 An illus- 
trated lecture ”on “Overseas 
Chinese Ceramics，The Archeol- 
ogy of a Lost Chapter in American 
History” was featured at the 
November 3 meeting of the Pacific 
Coast Archeological Society， The 
program was presented by Paul C.

PRESENCE 
| Tens of thousands of Chinese 
Sojourners came to America 


following the Gold Rush and 
labored on many frontier projects， 
but their presence is -largely 
ignored in American history 
books，Usually omitted from the 
written，historical accounts made 
by Anglos in the frontier West， 
only the archeological debris 
remains in most locations as 
evidence of the presence of the 
early Chinese in America，said 
Chace. 

Initial studqies conducted by 
archeologists on this lost chapter 
ip American history have focused 
on recognizing and describing the 
unique porcelains and stoneware 
ceramics which characterize the 
archeological evidence of the early
